leaving Hulu 


NEW YORK Hulu is los- 
ing two of its most popu- 
lar offerings: “The Daily 
Show” and “The Colbert 
Report.” 

Hulu announced Tues- 
day that Comedy Central 
was pulling its shows from 
the site beginning March 
10. Both “The Daily Show” 
and “The Colbert Report 
consistently rank among 
Hulu’s most watched pro- 
grams. 

Comedy Central, which 
is owned by Viacom Inc., 
was a relatively late arrival 
to Hulu, which is co- 
owned by NBC Universal, 

Fox Entertainment Group 
and the Walt Disney Co. (which owns ABC). When 
“Colbert” and “The Daily Show” were added in June 
2008, some technology blogs such as techcrunch. 
com said it signified Hulu’s arrival as the pre-eminent 
provider of TV programming on the Web. 

In a blog post on Hulu, Andy Forssell, senior 
vice president of content and distribution at Hulu, 
offered a “fond farewell” to the Comedy Central 
shows, lamenting their exit. 

“In the past 21 months, we’ve had very strong 
results for both Hulu and Comedy Central, in terms 
of the views and revenue we’ve generated,” Forssell 
said. ‘After a series of discussions with the team at 
Comedy Central, though, we ultimately were unable 
to secure the rights to extend these shows for a much 
longer period of time.” 

But Forssell also said that Hulu and Comedy 
Central continue to talk about “a number of 
opportunities” and that he was confident Hulu 
will be working with them “in multiple ways in 
the future.” 

Comedy Central issued a statement saying its 
agreement with Hulu had “concluded,” but the chan- 
nel also suggested a friendly parting.

Teen cop 
impersonator 
sentenced 
to five years

A 15-year-old boy who drew national attention last 
year for impersonating a Chicago police officer 
will spend five years in juvenile prison after plead- 
ing guilty Wednesday to possession of a stolen 
motor vehicle and battering his mother. 

The boy who turns 16 next month, was arrested 
the night of Jan. 20 when passing police saw him 
near 79th Street and Vincennes Avenue shoving a 
woman and arrested him, then finding he was in 
possession of a cousin’s 2007 Cadillac. The woman 
the boy was arguing with, apparently about the 
stolen car, was his mother, prosecutors said at the 
time. 

The boy, whom the Tribune is not identifying 
because he is a minor, was on probation at the time 
in a January 2009 incident in which he posed as a 
Chicago cop and in a later incident in which he 
posed as a car buyer and led police on a car chase. 

In the hearing Wednesday before Juvenile Court 
Judge Paul Stralka, the boy was sentenced to serve 
time in a juvenile state prison until he turns 21, 
although Assistant State’s Attorney Tisa Morris, 
head of juvenile justice for the office, said he could 
be released earlier for good behavior. 

Stralka expressed sympathy for the boy’s diag- 
nosis of bipolar disorder, but said it was unfortu- 
nate that despite the boy receiving so much help 
in anger management, therapy and other programs 
he had been arrested once again. 

“I’ve decided to go along with the state’s recom- 
mendation. It is necessary for me to ensure the 
safety of the public from the consequences of your 
criminal actions,” Stralka said.

MAN ARRESTED IN CONNECTION WITH DARIEN SLAYINGS

A 23-year-old man sought in the slayings of three family members 
in Darien was taken into custody at his parents’ home in southern 
Florida on Wednesday afternoon, officials said. 

Jacob B. Nodarse was found sleeping in a minivan outside the 
home in Lehigh Acres near Fort Myers around 3 p.m., according to 
Deputy U.S. Marshal Rick Jessup. 

Nodarse is being held in the Lee County Jail on an obstruction of 
justice charge out of the Chicago area, but Jessup said he is a “prime 
suspect” in the murders of Jeffrey Kramer, 50, his wife, Lori, 48, and 
their youngest son Michael, 20. No murder charges have been filed 
against Nodarse. 

The couple and their son were found shot to death in the family’s 
home on Kilkenny Drive in Darien early Tuesday morning. 

The couple’s daughter, Angela, 25, called police about 3 a.m. 
Tuesday from a closet in the house, authorities said. The Kramers’ 
older son, Anthony, 29, was climbing out a window in his basement 
bedroom when police arrived. 

A sixth person in the house, whom police described as a 17-year- 
old female friend of Michael Kramer, ran from the home and pound- 
ed on neighbors’ doors seeking help, police said. 


Authorities found the bodies of Jeffrey 
and Michael Kramer on the first floor of 
the house. Lori Kramer’s body was found 
on stairs leading to the second floor, police 
said. 

Darien police had asked Florida 
authorities to be on the lookout for 
Nodarse, who they said was driving a 
blue BMW coupe and had family in Fort 
Myers and Miami. 

An alert advised officers to use caution if approaching the car 
because he maybe armed with a .40 -caliber Glock pistol in a shoul- 
der holster. The alert described him as “possibly suicidal.” But the 
arrest occurred without incident, officials said. 

Nodarse’s grandmother, Ingrid Kampe, 64, of Tinley Park, was 
shocked at news of the arrest. 

She said they had just had dinner together at a steakhouse on 
Sunday “and he seemed fine, he seemed really good” and didn’t act 
out of the ordinary at all. She described him as kind, quiet and mild- 
mannered. 

“He’s got a heart of gold,” Kampe said. 
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Worker killed, another 
injured in Loop accident

A Peoples Gas worker died and another was 
seriously injured after they apparently were 
struck by a pipe while pressure-testing it 
below Jackson Boulevard and Wacker Drive 
downtown around 1:32 p.m, Wednesday 
authorities said. 

The accident occurred near the Willis 
Tower, 233 S. Wacker Drive, according to wit- 
nesses. The workers were using compressed 
air for the test when a section of the pipe 
moved and struck them, according to Fire 
Department Spokesman Larry Langford. 

Both were taken in critical condition to 
Stroger Hospital, according to another Fire 
Department spokesman, Quention Curtis. 
One of them was later pronounced dead. 
The man who died was not identified 
but officials said he was in his 40s and was 
pronounced dead at 2:08 p.m. at Stroger 
Hospital, according to a spokesman with the 
Cook County medical examiner’s office. 
Peoples Gas Spokeswoman Bonnie 
Johnson said the men were working in the 
area as part of the Wacker Drive reconstruc- 
tion project. She said the men were using air 
to pressure-test a 20-inch metal pipe, 

Kevin Spillers, 48, a trader at the Board 
of Trade, said he was walking from work 
when he heard a loud boom and saw a cloud 
of dust coming out of a construction hole 
on Jackson near the intersection of Wacker 
Drive, 

He said he jumped into the hole without 
thinking about any danger. When he got 
down into the hole, he saw that one of the 


workers was stumbling around with blood 
dripping from his mouth, but he looked like 
he was going to be OK, 

The second man looked worse. He was 
lying on the ground covered in sand except 
for his mouth, Spillers said he dug the man 


out of the sand, 

“I told him to keep breathing but he start- 
ed breathing slower and slower,” Spillers said. 
When ambulances arrived, emergency 
crews went into the hole and retrieved the 
men and took them out on stretchers. 


Father hopes for closure 


For the past four years, as he struggled 
to live without his son, Willie Williams 
Jr, leaned on people who would be sure 
to understand— parents who lost chil- 
dren to violence. 

Now Chicago police say they have 
obtained a warrant for the arrest of 
Eddie B, Fenton in the April 2006 
shooting of Willie Williams III outside 
Ford City Mall on the Southwest Side, 

“Thank God we know who it is,” the 
elder Williams said, 

Williams, 17, was leaving a movie the- 
ater when he got into a shoving match 
that led to the fatal shooting. The elder 
Williams is scheduled to join other par- 
ents, the Rev Michael Pfleger and police 


Wednesday to ask the public for help in 
locating Fenton, Pfleger, pastor of St, 
Sabina’s Catholic Church, is offering a 
$5,000 reward for information leading 
to an arrest and conviction, 

“We have an offender. We just need 
to catch him before somebody else is a 
victim,” Pfleger said. 

After the shooting, Williams helped 
form Purpose Over Pain, a support 
group of parents who have lost children 
to gun violence. 

Over the years, members of Purpose 
Over Pain have been hopeful that 
Williams would one day find the same 
closure they have— seeing their chil- 
dren’s killers arrested and convicted.

At least three people were stabbed to death 
this week in Chicago, a RedEye analysis of pre- 
liminary police data found. 

A 35-year-old man was stabbed to death 
Wednesday morning in the 8200 block of 
South Kenwood Avenue in Avalon Park, 
according to police information. On Sunday, a 
man was stabbed to death in South Lawndale 
while a 54-year-old man was stabbed to 
death in Greater Grand Crossing, according 
to police. 

Chicago police are still investigating a fatal 
double stabbing that occurred this week in 
Gage Park, a spokesman said. The deaths 
have not been ruled homicides by the Cook 
County Medical Examiner's Office, pending 
police investigation. 

February ended with 21 homicides, down 
from the 25 homicides Chicago police record- 
ed in February last year, RedEye found.

Who needs 
Wonderland? 
WeVegotaparty 
brewing right here 
in Chicago

Blame it on Alice. As we await Tim 
Burton’s sure-to-be-eye-popping inter- 
pretation of what Wonderland might look 
like, our dreams (or perhaps they’re hallu- 
cinations?) are filled with tea. 

But the Mad Hatter of ‘Alice in 
Wonderland” isn’t the only one who knows 
how to throw a wild tea party Local res- 
taurants are adding rare and vintage teas 
to their beverage menus faster than a wily 
white rabbit can disappear down a rabbit 
hole. 

The man responsible for supplying chefs 
and sommeliers with many of these top 
teas, Rare Tea Cellar proprietor Rodrick 
J. Markus, is neither crazy nor prone to 
wearing oversized top hats. But he is rather 
mad about tea. 

“It not only helps you digest and gives 


you energy; the flavors are just 
incredible,” says Markus, who’s 
been importing tea for 12 years. 

Some of Markus’ clients, an 
impressive list that includes 
Blackbird, Boka, Graham Elliot, 
L2O, Naha, the Publican, Tru 
and more than 30 others, actu- 
ally throw tea parties. Well, tea 
dinner parties, that is. Like a 
wine or beer dinner, a tea din- 
ner features several courses with 
unique beverage pairings. 
“There’s more to tea than just 
the common cup of hot tea,” says 
David Burke’s Primehouse execu- 
tive chef Rick Gresh, who’s partnering 
with Markus on a dinner next week. At 
Primehouse and the James Chicago Hotel, 
which introduced a high-end tea program 
shortly after opening in 2006, teas started 
traditionally, complementing breakfast 
and lunch. Now you’ll find them on the 
dinner table, both steeped in hot water 
and as ingredients in Gresh’s food and 
sommelier Rachael Johnson’s cocktails.

Greetings, my burger-loving friends! After taking a 
short hiatus for the month of February, how better 
to get back to burger business than with a stop at 
newly-opened Prairie Fire? 

In stark contrast to the oh-so-trendy practice 
of dedicating an entire section of a menu to burg- 
ers, this West Loop newcomer has but one burger 
on the menu. And the $15 burger comes with 
hefty credentials: The description reads “Chicago 
Magazine’s #i Sirloin Burger,” 

To be precise, the burger that earned this high 
praise in September 2009 was actually from Prairie 
Grass Cafe, an older sibling of Prairie Fire in a far- 
away suburban land called Northbrook, Now that 
the lauded burger is served within Chicago city lim- 
its, there was nothing keeping the Great Burgerelli 
from investigating its promise firsthand, 

BURGERELtrS BREAKDOWN 

The burger: A hefty 10 -ounce patty made from 
a blend of sirloin and chuck, seared in a cast-iron 
pan and cooked to a perfectly pink medium-rare. 
Burgers ordered well-done are finished in the oven. 

The bun: Egad! Cotdd it be true? This burger 
arrived without a bun, a brazen move that rattled 


the Great BurgereUi’s 
very definition of a 
burger. Have Prairie 
Fire chef-owners 
Sarah Stegner and 
George Bumbaris 
lost their minds? 

Perhaps, But they 
offer a perfectly 
reasonable expla- 
nation: They first 
cooked a bun-less burger 
at Ritz Cafe during the 
low-carb craze and grew to love 
the way the juices ran together on the 
plate without bread to soak them up. By the end 
of the meal, I couldn’t help but concur. In fact, I 
grew rather fond of eating the thing with a proper 
fork and knife. If you must, a bun from Labriola 
Bakery is available by request. 

The fixings: A crust of mild Amish blue cheese 
crowns this bun-less patty, which is accompanied 
by a juicy beefsteak tomato and an almost-crispy 
red onion slice, both grilled— and together a fitting 
foil to the rich, salty cheese. 

Everything eise: When I laid eyes on the two 
potato spears accompanying this unorthodox

South Side hip-hop artist Andre Daniels, aka 
Add-2, is literally trying to “add” something 
to the rap game. 

“My stage name comes from a phrase my 
father would say to encourage us when we were 
r kids,” Daniels said. “He always told us to never take 

anything away from what you do . . . always add to it. For 
me it was a symbol of progress and to keep pushing myself 
and building my career as an artist— never compromising my 
art, but always improving it.” 

Add-2 recently chatted with RedEye. 



How do you describe your sound? 

I would consider it “true school” hip-hop. It’s new-school hip- 
hop, but at the same time it’s rooted in the true foundations of 
’90s hip-hop. It’s conceptual and intellectual, but it’s also party 
music. 


Tell me about your latest mix tape. 

It’s my third release and it’s called “Tale ofTwo’s City V0I.3: The 
Rise & Fall.” ... At the time I wrote it, I was focusing on my 
everyday life and what I was experiencing. There were some 
dark times in my life at that point and that’s why I called it “The 
Rise and Fall.” Despite the fact that I was getting further in my 
music career, emotionally I was going through hell. Everyone 
has ups and downs in life and you just have to deal with it. No 
one can stay up forever. 

What was the Idea behind the video for “Luxury”? 

The song itself is basically about talking to a girl who is used 
to the finer things in life, but you aren’t able to give her those 
things. The concept of the video has me playing the “everyday 
man,” cutting her grass and seeking her attention. Eater on she 
sees me for who I reallyam. {Other artists’] videos are up in the 
club throwing money around with the nice cars and the jewelry, 
but nobody has that in the beginning— we really wanted to keep 
it real. 


What has being a part of MtvU’s “The Freshman” done for your 
career? 

With the way the music business is today, there aren’t a lot of 
opportunities for an artist to emerge. I was picked as the only 
hip-hop artist and based on viewer votes, my video for “Luxury” 
came in at No. i on the countdown and it’s still in their current 
rotation. I believe it has already taken my career to a whole new 
level and I’m very grateful to MtvU for giving us the opportu- 
nity 

Tell me something totally random about yourself. 

I watch “The Simpsons” every night! I have seasons 1-9 on 
DVD, and I will literally fall asleep every night watching an 
episode. I’m working on throwing some “Simpsons” references 
into a song. 

What’s next for Add-2? 

March 20th I will be doing a performance at SXSW down in 
Austin, which is a big platform for emerging artists. There have 
been some deals on the table, but nothing that I think is going 
to change my life. Right now I just want to maintain the work 
ethic that I have and maybe shoot some more videos, but defi- 
nitely I want to keep creating music from the heart.

“To be honest, he could have said Alice’ and 
I would have said ‘yes,’ ” Depp said during 
a recent news conference at the Hollywood 
Renaissance Hotel, “I would have done any 
character Tim wanted. But, certainly, the fact 
that it was the Mad Hatter was a bonus because 
of the great challenge of trying to find this guy 
and not just to sort of be a rubber ball that you 
heave into an empty room and watch it bounce 
all over the place.” 

Depp’s orange -haired, pale-skinned, wall- 
eyed creation may be the maddest Hatter ever. 
And “Alice,” which opens Friday in 3-D, is a far 
cry from the lighter versions of Lewis Carroll’s 
classic children’s stories.
